In Satisfactory Shape. 

The Morris Canal bill, says the 
Newark Call, has now been amended 
$0 that Newark will have the right to 
acquire the canal bed within its borders, 
while the rights of Lake Hopatcong 
owners are well protected, it is under¬ 
stood. The amended measure has the 
earnest support of the State s special 
counsel and Newark’s city representa¬ 
tives no longer object to it. The duty 
of the Legislature to enact the bill, 
under all the circumstances, would now 
appear to lie beyond reasonable question. 
As we have said heretofore, the whole 
plan of increasing the street railroad 
facilities in Newark and its suburbs 
depends upon the future use of the 
canaL If it can be made available for 
subway uses it will be practicable to 
develop numerous connections. East, 
West, North and South, and the whole 
process will be simple and convenient, 
if the canal cannot be used then totally 
different measures must be taken, in¬ 
volving larger expenditures and much 
more complicated arrangements. What 
we need, above all things, is a de¬ 
cision that can be regarded as final. 
Something must be done, and as soon 
as the fate of the canal is settled wi 
can get to work, but not until then. 
This is the main reason why we urge 
a settlement at once. The people are 
patient, but they roust have better street¬ 
car facilities before long.
